CEN T Mas- 
NANIMITY ſeems to wiſh there might be 
Peace. To ſay the King deſires Peace, 
or that he ſrzems to with there might be Peace, 
are both of them Expreſſions highly inde- 
cent : They ſeem to imply, that there is ei- 
ther Want of Sincerity or Want of Power in 
the beſt and greateſt of Kings. Our King, bleſ- 
fed be God, can give, can command Peace ta 
the Nations, whenever his Wiſdom ſees pra. 

per to doit: He can do this as effectually as 

the greateſt or moſt glorious Monarch in Eu- 
rope could ever have done, 


Feurthly, Some Words in this Paper are in- 
deed very big and ſonorous, and ſome of the E- 
pithets are applied in a Manner quite new: 
But while His Majeſty's BENEFICEXT 
MaGNANIMITY is acknowlegedghe Defen- 
der of Moro Caſtle is celebrated for his S4i/t 
Falour, gallant Defence and IN FLEXIBLE 
MaGNANIMITY; This Defender, not the 
Defender of the Faith, feems to be the Hero 
in the Addreſs. But if this Defender of Moro 


Was, ſo frillful, fo valorous, 0 gallant, fo mag 
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nanimous, was not the Britiſh General who 
defeated him ſtill more ſo : If the vanquiſh · 
ed Spaniard muſt have ſo many fine Epithets 
laviſhly beſtowed upon him, was the victori-

Fifthly, This Paper could not come five 
the College, becauſe the pains- taking Writers 
of it ſeem to be afraid leſt they ſhould be ſuſ- 
pected of Ignorance in Chronology, Geogra- 
phy, and about the comparative Value of 
His Majeſty's Acquiſitians. They tell the 


| King that he has reigned two Years ; that the 


Acquiſition of Martinico is more important 
than the Reduction of Bellifle; and that the Ha» 
vannah is the chief City of Cuba; thai Cuba 


is an Illand; that it is a great and rich Ifland; 


and that either the Iſland or the City is the 
Key of Spaniſh America. All this might 
have come with. ſome propriety from a re- 
mote and diminutive Burrough, where the 
People were vain of having read the News- 
Papers, and eager to diſplay iheir Skill in Po- 


| lities and Geography: but theſe are Things 


which learned Men needed not to have told 
the King, nor to have ſuſpected that they 
mould be deemed ignorant of them, except 
they had brought out all their Knawloge, 
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Sinthly, The Profeſſors are made to pray, 
bat our gracious Queen and the' young Prince of 
Wales may live long to enjoy that Security and 
Tranquillity which His Majeſty's Bunuy 1- 
_ c£nT MAGNaniMITY ſeems to' wiſh might 
be diffuſed over all Nations; but not ſo much 
as a Wiſh is expreſt that His Majeſty may 
live to enjoy that Tranquillity himſelf! Un- 
mannerly, ſhameleſs, black! manifeſt Proof 
of Forgery : But I ſtop ſhort, inclining to 
hide, if poſſible, an Inſinuation of the baſeſt

Laſily, Another convincing Proof that the 
above Addrefs is ſpurious, is its being ſo much 
inferior to that of the City of Glafgow.
